Registration

tative from the Middlebury Accounting 
office will also be in the Blue Parlor today 
to collect unpaid bills. If you want to make 
changes to your course schedule, please 
notify Elaine immediately. 


I.D. Cards 


This year, for the first time ever, Bread Loaf students will be given 
picture I.D. cards. These are needed to gain entrance to the swim- 
ming pool and Field House downtown; bar codes will also be affixed 
to the laminated cards so that you may check materials out of the 
library. Pictures will be taken and I.D.'s distributed at Davison 
Library from 8 until 6 on Thursday. This is the only time they will 
be available at the Bread Loaf campus, so make plans to be there in 
all your picturesque glory. 


Meals 

To keep you well-fed and caffeinated throughout the summer, the 
Bread Loaf Dining Room in the Inn is staffed by a wondrous 
assemblage of student waiters and waitresses under the experienced 
supervision of HeadWaiters Patty Phaneuf and Dan Robb. Please be 
prompt for meals and move along quickly after finishing as these 
students have to clean up and get to class themselves after meals. 
Diners are also urged to bring their own travel mugs for coffee-to- 
go; paper take-out cups are non-PC and in short supply. Weekend 
breakfasts are self-service. Guests may purchase meal tickets at the 
Front Desk for a modest fee, as can off-campus students. Current 
prices are $4 for breakfast, $6 for lunch, and $8 for supper. 


The Bread Loaf Office (ext. 29 or 82) 

Elaine Hall and Marilyn Delaney keep things sane and under control 
from the Bread Loaf Office in the back of the Inn. They also handle 
appointment scheduling for Director Jim Maddox. This year’s 
student office assistants and copier-operators are Opal Croke and 
Martha Sutro. Douglas Woodsum (a.k.a. “Woody”), who doubles as 
Bread Loaf’s Poet Extraordinaire, once again leads the team of 
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Assistants to the Director, this summer comprised of Steve Duffy 
and Mark Wright, who doubles as one of Bread Loaf’s two jazzmen 
extraordinaire (the other being Professor Ed Lueders). 


The Front Desk (ext. 0) 


Innkeepers Ed and Victoria Brown serve as Central Information for 
all sorts of things. They are assisted this year by 
Heather Best (who doubles as the Bookstore 
Manager), Nate Burt (who doubles as the Bread 
Loaf Van-driver), and Peter Newton (who 
doubles as Softball Team Coach). Together, 
this crew will do their best to handle your 
questions; they also serve -as check-cashers, 
mail-managers, switchboard-switchers, volley- 
ball-loaners, croquet-consultants, and are just 
generally fine folk. 


Day Care (Croutons, 388-4163) 


For those with offspring, Bread Loaf offers a small day care service 
lovingly known as Croutons. This year’s Head Croutoneer is Chuck 
E. Foltz; she will be assisted by Jane Grundmeier and John Austin. 
Children can be registered at the Crouton’s playground (alongside 
Dragon’s.Den) between 3 and 5 p.m.. 


Computer Center (ext. 41) 

Located in a cool, dry room in the basement of Davison library, the 
“Apple Cellar” features a number of computers and printers to 
appease your high-tech fixations. Apple Cellar Director Caroline 
Eisner makes it all especially user-friendly, along with her student 
assistants (Suzanne Price, Sally Zitzmann, Matt Colón, and Thomas 
Beach). A Laserwriter is available for 15¢ a page. Normal operating 
hours begin tomorrow; check the attached schedule for times. 
Workshops and training sessions will be announced throughout the 
term, so read your Crumbs diligently. 


Library (ext. 39 or 40) 

Brent Goeres, Barbara Lynch, Judy Watts, Krystal Sewell, and Chris 
Brady are at your service in Davison Library this summer whether 
you’re looking for a quiet fire by which to rest, a copy of the Crumb 
for critical analysis, or just a plain old good book to read. There are 
also videotapes on file which might be of assistance to you in your 
studies; videos can be watched in the Milkhouse (next to the Barn) 
after reserving a time with the librarian. Also be on the lookout for 
special exhibits during the course of the summer. The Library will 
be open from 8 a.m. to midnight daily. 








Bookstore (ext. 59) 

Down under the fire escape in the back of Annex, you’ ll finda green 
door that leads to the world of Heather Best, Bread Loaf’s Bookstore 
Manager. Down there you’ll find all sorts of sundry items, from 
textbooks to bug spray. The store will be open all day today and 
tomorrow. Thenceforth, the schedule will return to regular hours, 
which are listed on the attached schedule. Heather requests that 
students resist temptation and stay away from books for courses 
other than their own, at least until all students have had a chance to 
buy the texts they need for their classes. This includes courses which 
you may be auditing. 


Laundry 

Students may wash and dry their laundry in the small white building 
adjacent to the Barn parking lot. Laundry machines are 75¢ per load; 
change is available at the Front Desk. Please be patient with the 
machines as they don’t always start right away; verbal coaxing has 
been known to help but physical coaxing will not be tolerated. 


Linen 

Students who have subscribed to the linen service may pick up their 
sheets and towels today at the Front Desk. Henceforth, linen ex- 
change will occur regularly at a time and place to be announced. 


Mail 

The Front Desk also serves as the Bread Loaf Rural Station post 
office. Students normally share mailboxes, so be careful when 
sorting through your mail. Incoming mail should be in your box by 
10-ish each morning; outgoing mail is collected at 4:00 p.m. Outgo- 
ing mail should be dropped into the mailslot (in the door to the left 
of the mailboxes). Stamps are available at the Front Desk. 


Check-Cashing 


Provided there is enough money in the till, the Front Desk can cash 
checks for up to $50 during most business hours. Please make your 
checks out to Middlebury College and write your student I.D. 
number on the front. 


Valuables 
Small valuables can be stored in the safe at the Front Desk. Space is 
very limited; see Edward or Victoria for details. 


Telephones 

You can call any campus extension by dialing that number on the 
beige campus phones in each dorm. Local calls can be made by 
dialing 9 and then the number. Long-distance calls (collect, calling 
card, or third party only) go through the switchboard at the Front 
Desk; plans are underway to allow students with calling cards direct 
access to the outside world. Check future Crumbs for further 
information. There are public payphones in the Inn, in Gilmore, 
beside the laundromat, and on the first floor of the Barn classroom 
area. Please observe the posted switchboard hours, and ask your 
incoming callers to observe them as well. Emergency calls, of 
course, will be routed through to the Innkeepers at any time. 


Faxes and Photocopies 

The Bread Loaf Office serves as the local copy shop; for 10 cents a 
page they will handle most of your duplicating needs. The machines 
are not self-service, however, and are used nearly full-time for 
faculty materials, so please allow at least atwo-hour lead time (a full 
day is best) for processing. Materials which are required for class 
distribution and discussion will be copied free of charge. 

The Bread Loaf Office also serves as the local fax outlet. Outgoing 
items cost $1.00 a page. If you anticipate receiving a fax, please see 
Elaine to make arrangements; there is no fee for receiving a fax. The 
Office is often a bustling beehive of activity, so please limit your 
faxing to items of importance. 


Parking 

Vermont State Law prohibits parking at all times along Route 125. 
Please park your vehicle only in the designated parking area near the 
Barn when on the main campus. When you park on the campus 
roads, you block access to delivery trucks and emergency vehicles 
and basically gum up the works. 


Joggers and Bikers Beware 

Walking, jogging, and biking alongside Route 125 can be quite 
dangerous, so please exercise great caution. The Front Desk will 
gladly offer safer alternatives for those who wish to exercise 
outdoors. Bikers should keep their cycles locked at all times (except 
when in use, of course) due to the local Bicycle Black Marketeers 
who strand several inattentive School cyclists each summer. Bi- 
cycles are not allowed in dorm hallways, doorways, porches, or fire 
escapes for reasons which should be obvious. 


Bread Loaf Taxi 

Nate Burt will safely transport passengers to the local metropolis of 
Middlebury every Tuesday, Wednesday, and Friday afternoon. The 
blue school van will leave the Inn at 2 p.m. sharp and return from the 
Middlebury post office downtown at 4 p.m. Your grateful thanks are 
the only charge for the trip. 


Fitness Facilities 

Daily intramural soccer and volleyball games will begin shortly; 
listen for announcements at meals or check at the Front Desk for 
times. Sunday afternoon softball games are also a vital Bread Loaf 
tradition, as is the ever-evolving Ultimate Frisbee team. A tennis 
tournament (“Wimbleloaf’”) will also take place later in the summer. 
Athletic Director Douglas “Woody” Woodsum can be consulted for 
schedules and suggestions. The Front Desk has some sports equip- 
ment available for public use (volleyballs, a croquet set, and the odd 
- very odd - tennis racquet). The downtown Middlebury Campus 
also offers an Olympic-size swimming pool for Biondi wanna-bes 
and an extensive fitness center with both aerobic (Stairmasters, 
rowers, treadmills and bicycles) and weight-training (freeweights 
and Nautilus) equipment. You must bring your I.D. for admission to 
the downtown facilities. Schedules are on the attached sheet. 


No Smoke, No Fire 
Due to Vermont’s strict anti-smoking regulations, smoking is for- 
bidden in the public areas of the Bread Loaf Inn, particularly the 








lobby and dining hall. Campus smoke detectors are sensitive and 
might be triggered by cigarette smoke; if this happens to you, air out 
the room and fan the smoke away from the alarm. If it persists in 
annoying you and others, contact the Front Desk. If the alarm beeps, 
chirps, or brays intermittently, it might need new batteries; the Front 
Desk can handle that sort of crisis as well. 

Hot plates and coffee makers are contraband items at Bread Loaf due 
to fire hazard. 


Newspapers 

Those students who have subscribed to the New York Times must 
pay for their subscriptions by Wednesday morning at the Front 
Desk. Checks should be made out to Middlebury College. Subscrip- 
tions begin on Thursday, with papers available by noon at the Front 
Desk. 


Auditions for Summer Theater 

This Wednesday at 7:30 there will be auditions for the summer 
theater productions. This is a banner year for actresses with nine 
excellent roles; for men, there are only three roles available. 

This summer's productions include Uncle Vanya by Chekhov, The 
Lover by Pinter, and the first scene from Top Girls by Churchill. 
Uncle Vanya requires two actresses who can portray somewhat 
older women; both should probably be in their forties. There is also 
a small role for a man. The Lover has excellent roles for both a man 
and a woman, with a second, smaller role for another man. Finally, 
Top Girls has six excellent roles, all for women. 

Everyone is invited to audition. All you have to do is come to the 
Theater at 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday. You will be asked to read for 
at least one of the plays; copies are on reserve in the Library should 
you care to look them over. 

Stage managers are needed for the two one-acts, as well as an 
assistant stage manager for Uncle Vanya. Help is also needed with 
costumes, sets, props, and lights, so come to auditions (or stop by the 
Theater during the day) and let the crew know how you'd like to get 
involved. 

Even if you're not auditioning, you can come by and watch the 
production process. This is one of the most unusual things about 
Bread Loaf theater — you are welcome to attend any rehearsal and 
watch the summer production evolve from start to finish. 


Star-Gazing 

Even if you can't be a star in the summer production, you can scan 
the heavens with the School telescope, which is available for public 
use at the Front Desk. Bring your I.D. to check it out.

The Crumb 


Last but not least, the Crumb, that humble publication you’re 
looking at right now. The Crumb is the daily bulletin at Bread Loaf 
and is available on tables at lunch-time, at the Front Desk, in the 
Library, and in the Barn. To have your announcements and observa- 
tions included, write it up and leave it at the front desk for Hugh 
Coyle, this year’s Crumb Editor and General Wordmonger, by 8:30 
a.m. that day. 


A Note On the Type 


The text of the Crumb is laid out in Croissand, a typeface designed 
especially for the School of English in the 1930’s by Ebeneezer 
Valle. A distant relative of current Director James Maddox, Valle 
sought to achieve a dramatic balance of form and function within the 
original typeface, one which best typified the happy placement of 
the School within the Bread Loaf landscape. Valle, who was 
mutilated in a freak skiing accident just miles from the Bread Loaf 
campus, spent years perfecting Croissand, painstakingly matching 
each letter to various flora formations still visible today along the 
many wilderness trails in the area. The rough texture of pine bark and 
the smooth skin of birch both find adequate representation in the 
type, as do the graceful curve of the daisy stem and the vivid lilt of 
trillium. The Great Poet Robert Frost paid tribute to Valle’s genius 
in many of his poems, encoding some of Valle’s typographical 
correlations into such well-known works as “Birches” and “The 
Most of It.” Scholars have delighted in teasing out references to 
Valle from Frost’s text, and were stunned to discover that the two 
had actually collaborated closely on some of the longer poems. Valle 
and Frost parted ways after a dispute over the publication of The 
Witness Tree, for which Frost selected a typeface other than Croissand. 
Years later, a fire of suspicious origin swept through Valle’s print- 
shop, leaving the original sets of the typeface buried deep in the 
charred ruins. After many years of meticulous research and recon- 
struction, the Crumb is pleased to re-introduce Croissand this 
summer to its reading public.

All students, staff, and faculty need to make some time in their 
schedules to stop by Davison Library between 8 and 6 tomorrow to 
get a picture I.D. A bar code will also be affixed to the card to allow 
you borrowing privileges at the Middlebury College libraries 
(Davison included). Those students who need to use the downtown 
library or the Fitness Center or the pool today must first obtain an 
I.D. at Carr Hall on the main Middlebury Campus (Security office, 
in the basement). 


Calling All Cards 


Recent technological advances at the Bread Loaf switchboard now 
permit on-campus callers to make credit card and toll-free (800) 
calls directly. First, dial “9” for an outside line (if one is available), 
then dial 1-800 plus the number of your calling card company 
(Sprint is 877-8000; MCI is 950-1022; AT&T is 225-5288 or 321- 
0288). New phone lists featuring these numbers will soon be 
distributed to all campus phone locations. Despite these new liber- 
ating features, the fine folks at the Front Desk frown upon those who 
take additional liberties with the limited phone service available to 
the School. Please remember that there are only four lines coming 
in for all 300+ of us. Don’t tie them up with long calls (i.e. anything 
over ten minutes) and be patient when all the lines are busy. Those 
who feel the need to have marathon phone sessions should use the 
payphones available in the Inn lobby, the Barn classroom area, 
outside the laundry room, or up at Gilmore.

Ripton Uprising Remembered

community annually recalls the Ripton Uprising, which took place 
on this very day in 1776. Fearful that any so-called “Declaration of 
Independence” might not fully guarantee the rights of Vermonters, 
asmall band of Ripton residents led by Gertrude “Getty” Gunther (a 
distant relative of Carole Oles, it should be noted) drew up their own 
declaration of independence and signed it five days in advance of the 
national document, thus guaranteeing its validity. Expecting oppo- 
sition to their plan, Getty and the others barricaded themselves 
inside what is now the Ripton Community House, rifle barrels 
pointed toward the road.

Frost readily accepted, and padded his own 
pole with a crumpled copy of Macleish’s manu- 
script. The battle lasted well into the night when, 
with sheafs of sodden poetry floating on the pond 
surface, the combatants were coaxed ashore by the 
smell of an impromptu barbecue initiated by some 
of the then-ravenous onlookers. The barbecue tra- 
dition continues to this day, as do the jousting 
matches. Preliminaries will take place Saturday 
afternoon; finals will be held Sunday to determine 
this summer’s King or Queen of the Pond.

The (Old Wives’) Tale of Battell Shelter 


Those hikers who took part on this weekend’s Outing Club excur- 
sion up Mount Abraham were puzzled by the appearance of the 
Battell Shelter along the way, and several asked why it was situated 
there and not on the mountain named after Joseph Battell himself. —

Bread Loaf Petroglyphs Unearthed 

While excavating for the new basketball court on the east field (a gift 
of the Class of 1991), Leo Hotte and his crew discovered large 
granite slabs etched with petroglyphs depicting the presence of an 
indigenous society on the campus long before Bread Loaf. The 
tablets, which appear to be some sort of primitive ancestor of the 
Crumb, clearly indicate that a scholarly program somewhat akin to 
the School of English took place on this very spot hundreds of years 
ago. Local part-time archaeologist and petroglyph authority Ken 
Macrorie has decoded one of the drawings (Fig. 1) to be an 
announcement of a lecture given by one of his own ancestors, Chief 
Twenty Tea Chairs, while the second (Fig. 2) carries an obvious 
disapprobation regarding the presence of snakes and coy-dogs in the 
dining hall (notice the coffee cup indicated by the arrow). The 
artifacts have been taken to the Smithsonian Institute for further 
studying, but the dig continues just behind the volleyball court for 
all those who wish to join Ken Macrorie in unearthing these 
previously unknown fragments of Bread Loaf’s history.

Carry’s Cabin 
A number of first-year Bread Loaf students 
have written to the Crumb asking for informa- 
tion about the Tea Cabin and, specifically, 
why the School of English no longer uses 
the tiny building. In this week preceding the 
traditionally wild and wicked Suppressed 
Desires party, it seems only fitting to speak 
on the matter. Though many of the buildings 
on the Bread Loaf campus evoke a sense of 
spirits and the supernatural, the Tea Cabin stands 
alone as the most haunted spot on campus. Research 
into the guest lists for Joseph Battell’s Inn show that the Cabin was 
most often occupied by the turn-of-the-century temperance leader, 
Carry Nation, who would hold afternoon teas on the front porch of 
her cabin while the more “loose” guests were whooping it up at 
Battell’s cocktail parties in Treman (a tradition carried forth to this 
day). With her trademark hatchet in hand, Ms. Nation would often 
storm into other parties thrown by Battell and smash away at the 
whiskey and rum bottles, shouting and holding her Bible high 
overhead. In the early 1900’s, Battell became so annoyed at her 
disruptive behavior that he had Carry physically removed from the 





grounds of his mountaintop resort. Kicking and screaming in the 
back of the buckboard Battell used to expel his unwanted guests, 
Nation swore she would return - dead or alive - to plague Battell 
further. In the years after her death in 1911, visitors complained to 
Battell about the horrible wailing emanating from the Tea Cabin, 
and some swore they heard bottles being smashed within. Others 
received strange invitations in their mailboxes to “take tea with 
Carry,” the thought of which left them shuddering. In recent years, 
many members of the Bread Loaf community have reported strange 
goings-on at the Tea Cabin. Visitors to the site report an unmistak- 
able orange pekoe aroma, and many a tennis player has had his or her 
serve disturbed by the sound of Carry’s ghostly hatchet shattering 
non-existent flasks. No tale can raise the hairs on the back of one’s 
neck more than the annual visitations witnessed during the Sup- 
pressed Desires parties on the Bread Loaf campus, when Carry’s 
wrath multiplies in relation to the excessive behavior promulgated 
at the event. Mere words can do no justice to the horror inflicted by 
her vengeful spirit during Suppressed Desires; consider this tale a 
precautionary warning to be on your best behavior Saturday night, 
despite what the women of Bloomfield might have to say on the 
matter...
